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PREFACE. 



Publication of this part of the volume on statistics, containing the medical 
and casualty statistics for the United States Army during the World War, 
completes the war statistical work of the Surgeon General's Office, with the 
exception of such special statistical matter as may find place in the professional 
volumes. 

This work really began with the reorganization of the medical records 
section of that office in October, 1917. It has been carried out through various 
administrative changes, all of which are described in Volume I of this history. 
The final change was the authorization of the Statistical Division in the Surgeon 
General's Office, effected by Office Order No. 5, Office of the Surgeon General, 
W. D., February 15, 1921. This division is responsible for the compilation of 
the statistics included in the present volume. 

As a result of the war statistical work of the Surgeon General's Office three 
statistical studies have already been prepared and published. The first, 
"Physical Examinations of the First Million Draft Recruits; Methods and 
Results," was published, in 1919, as Bulletin No. 11 of the Surgeon General's 
Office. This was a study of the physical examinations of the first million draft 
recruits who were sent to military camps. The second, "Defects Found in 
Drafted Men," published by the W T ar Department, at the Government Printing 
Office, in 1920, was a study of the physical examinations of all selective service 
men of the first and second registrations who were rejected by the local boards as 
physically or mentally unfit for all military service; and of approximately 
2,000,000 selective service men sent to military camps. The third, "Army 
Anthropology," was published as Part I, of this volume. 

Medical and casualty statistics have also been published from year to year 
in the reports of the Surgeon General for 1918, 1919, and 1920. These contain 
such statistics for the calendar years of 1917, 1918, and 1919, respectively. 
Many data contained in these reports, with some additional data, will be found 
in the following pages. Comparison of the tables in the Surgeon General's 
annual reports for the years mentioned with those in the present volume will 
reveal some differences. In all such cases the figures which appear here should 
be given preference. 

Later, The Adjutant General proposes to publish final casualty statistics 
which will be based on a careful study of the complete records of all the individu- 
als concerned. These figures also will vary to some extent from those which 
appear here, due mainly to the fact that they were prepared solely for military 
purposes while those of the Medical Department had other purposes in mind as 
well. 

During the war approximately 12,000,000 individual medical records were 
received in the Surgeon General's Office, all of which have been utilized for the 
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statistics which appear in the present volume. For the statistical tables in the 
Annual Reports of the Surgeon General for 1917, 1918, and 1919, and for the 
present volume, approximately 5,000,000 perforated statistical cards were pre- 
pared. 

The assistance of Maj. diaries 13. Davenport, S. C, is gratefully acknowl- 
edged. While this officer was not so intimately or directly concerned in the 
preparation of the present statistics as with that of the other statistical com- 
pilations which have been mentioned above, he performed most valuable serv- 
ices in connection with the compilation of statistics for the 1918 report of the 
Surgeon General, which have boen largely made of use here. 

Maj. Hubert Delafield, S. G, who served as assistant in the medical records 
section during its early days, also performed a valuable service to this volume 
in that his painstaking work at that time is reflected in the present tables. 

At the maximum, approximately 350 clerks were employed at one time in 
the medical records section. Practically all of them performed their duties 
intelligently, tboroughly, and conscientiously. All of those who so served in 
the section played his or her part in the preparation of the present volume. 
Only a few clerks, comparatively speaking, have remained, however, and 
have worked directly in getting the matter ready for the press. It is a special 
pleasure to acknowledge the assistance of those most directly concerned by 
name:

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SECTION I. 



METHODS OF COLLECTING AND COMPILING VITAL STATISTICS. 

As it proved, during the World War, it was necessary to utilize for medical 
and casualty statistics not only reports made to the Surgeon General hut, to a 
considerahle extent, certain of those made to The Adjutant General and to the 
Provost Marshal General. 

It is not necessary here to describe the forms of special interest to the Medical 
Department which were used by the offices of The Adjutant General and the 
Provost Marshal General. The contrary is believed to be the case respecting 
Medical Department forms. Those of particular interest from the statistical 
standpoint are reproduced in Appendix III. Moreover, in other appendices 
may be found the orders in force regarding registration and reports of sick and 
wounded. 

Vital statistics were compiled for our entire Army, wherever serving, includ- 
ing troops in our tropical possessions and in China. Discussion of the subject 
here will be carried on under three heads, viz: (1) Strength data and estimates; 
(2) sick and wounded data; (3) methods of assembling data in the Surgeon 
General's Office. Then conies an explanation of the terms and methods used. 
The various tables follow. 

STRENGTH DATA AND ESTIMATES. 

It was highly desirable, of course, that the strength of the Army day by 
day be determined in order that its medical and casualty statistics might be eval- 
uated. This proved by no means a simple or a wholly practicable task. 
As World War methods were based on, though not identical with, peace time 
methods, it will be best to describe the latter first. 

In peace times, before the war, the senior medical officer with each com- 
mand obtained from the commanding officer the troop strength day by day. and 
reported the average daily strength for the month at the end of each month. 
This report was made to the Surgeon General on Medical Department Form 
No. 51. The form in question, as will be seen later, was a part of the monthly 
sick and wounded report to the Surgeon General, rendered by the senior 
medical officer for every command. The data on Form 51 were sufficient to 
enable the Surgeon General's Office to compile total strengths and strengths in 
detail in peace save for the fact that then certain officers and men are always 
detached from their commands and, in consequence, are not included in the 
strength reports of medical officers. The Adjutant General, however, is in a 
position to know the total strength of the Army from monthly reports made to 
him by individuals detached, as well as by all commands. To illustrate how this 
actually worked out in peace, for the year 1915, the officer strength as obtained 
from the reports of sick and wounded to the Surgeon General was 4,394; as

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reported to The Adjutant General, it was 4,7S3. The mean enlisted strength of 
the Army for the same year (American troops, white and colored) by sick and 
wounded reports was 93,262, and on the returns of The Adjutant General's 
Office, 94,729. Vital statistics in peace times are figured on the Surgeon Gen- 
eral's strength, The Adjutant General's figures being utilized only incidentally. 
It is also important to remember that the latter figures are not a daily strength 
but the strength at the end of each month, and consequently could not he used 
without error in peace; in war, their use would prove even more misleading, 
especially during periods characterized b}* great and rapid gains or losses in 
strength. Certain losses of individuals, viz, killed in action, deaths not at mili- 
tary stations, discharges for disability and retirements, are reported only to 
The Adjutant General, and these must be taken into account in checking peace- 
time, as well as war-time, vital statistics. 

During the World War the detached list was relatively small, so small 
that no material error due to this cause resulted. Every effort was made to 
secure the monthly sick and wounded reports, mentioned above, from homo 
troops, and in the main this was very successfully accomplished. When reports 
of this character were not received they were demanded by letter or often by 
telegram from the Surgeon General's Office. The principal difficulty encountered 
at home was due to the necessity for secrecy, the departure of organizations 
for service overseas frequently not being learned by the Surgeon General's 
Office for weeks. When finally learned, however, it was possible to straighten 
out matters satisfactorily. At home, The Adjutant General's strength figures 
also were used, but only as checks and for rather minor details. Like methods 
were in successful operation for troops in our tropical commands. During 
the dcmohilization period, at home, as will be seen later, some further use had 
to be made of The Adjutant General's figures. 

From the present point of view, strength data were by no means so satis- 
factory for the American Expeditionary Forces," nor, as it proved, were strength 
figures always obtainable thence through the same reports, i. e., identical forms. 
In the early part of the w T ar, May, 1917, to December, 1917, since Form 51, 
as part of monthly reports of sick and wounded, was rendered the Surgeon 
General's Office from the American Expeditionary Forces, this form was utilized 
for strength data in the same way as like reports at home were used. Through 
the greater liability to error in reports from a force in campaign, with a con- 
stantly changing strength, it was found much more necessary, in the Surgeon 
General's Office, to check the strength for troops overseas, as given on Form 
51 with The Adjutant General's strength at the end of each month, than was 
the case for troops at home. When Form 53 replaced Form 51, as was some- 
times the case, The Adjutant General's strength figures were used. It was 
found practicable to use Form 51 exclusively for the month of December, 1919, 
the last month covered by these statistics. In the meantime, from January, 
1918, to November, 1919, inclusive, another plan had to be followed for the 
American Expeditionary Forces. This was due to the fact that for this period 
strength was not obtainable from reports made to the Surgeon General. While 
Form 51 was not abolished in the American Expeditionary Forces until the 
middle of 1918, it was so often not received in the Surgeon General's Office 

a This term as used here applies to our forces in Europe, excluding North Russia and Siberia. 
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for the earlier months of 1918 that it could not bo relied upon for strength. 
On June 15, 1918, Form 51 was done away with in the American Expeditionary 
Forces; thenceforth the form rendered gave no strength figures. The Adjutant 
General's figures, therefore, had to be relied upon for the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces from January 1, 1918, to November 30, 1919, the strength 
taken being that of the last day of the month. The error (strength at the end 
of month instead of daily strength) was constant, of course, for the period 
in question. 

Transports afforded the poorest figures of all for strength, and those 
utilized here are only estimates, based on the best sources of information 
available. These estimates were made in the following manner: From May, 
1917, through November, 1918, from reports of organizations leaving the various 
posts and camps of the United States, supplemented by the meager reports 
received from transports; from December, 1918, to November, 1919, inclusive, 
from reports to the sanitation division of the Surgeon General's Office of the 
demobilization of troops in the United States, supplemented by reports of 
organizations serving in the United States and in countries other than Europe, 
and by the very meager reports of troops traveling on transports. 

Strength for troops in Siberia was obtained from monthly reports of sick 
and wounded (Form 51) sent to the Surgeon General; for troops in Russia, 
from The Adjutant General's reports, the strength being that of the last day 
of the month. While strength figures were better than sick and wounded 
figures, as will be seen later, vital statistics for these two commands were very 
poor on account of incomplete reports. 

STRENGTH OF TOTAL ARMY. 

For this, as well as for all other strengths, the reader is referred to the 
tables covering the subject. It will be found, in the main, that these tables, 
with their footnotes, are self-explanatory. This renders extended detailed 
explanation superfluous. On the other hand, on account of the complicated 
nature of the subject, it has been deemed best, even at the risk of repetition, 
to discuss here all details which might possibly not be understood solely from 
study of the tables. 

The strength of total Army by months, all countries, for officers and 
enlisted men, white, colored, and native, is found in Table 1. It is apparent from 
this table that the increase in strength of officers was coincident with that for 
white enlisted men, but the great increase in negro troops did not begin until 
the late spring and the summer of 1918. The demobilization decline was more 
rapid for negroes than it was for either white enlisted men or for officers. In 
other words, the negro troops on an average came in later and were demobilized 
earlier, and consequently were in the military service, on the average, for a 
shorter period of time. 

STRENGTH OF ARMY, EXITED STATES AND EUROPE. 

This is shown in Table 2. As stated, the strength on the last day of each 
month was used for a long period in Europe. This resulted in lowering the sick 
rates for the period during which the troops were going to Europe, since the 
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monthly strength used then (end of month) was above the average for the month 
in question. On the other hand, it resulted in raising the sick rates for the 
period during which troops were returning to the United States, for then the 
strength at the end of the month was below the average for the month. For 
the entire period, while no one month was exactly correct, the monthly excesses 
probably were equalized more or less by the monthly deficits. 

Separate strengths for white and colored troops were not furnished in 
Europe. It is obvious that, for vital statistics, white and colored should be 
considered separately. During the calendar year, 1917-18, it was possible to 
obtain a very fair estimate of the number of colored troops in Europe from 
month to month, from the estimated number of departures of these troops 
from posts, camps, etc., in the United States, as shown by their monthly sick 
and wounded reports, with such additional information as could be obtained from 
the unsatisfactory reports furnished from transports. When these troops were 
returning to the United States from Europe, it was impossible to obtain the 
same data as bases for estimating the separate strengths for white and colored 
troops remaining in Europe. The estimate then was based on total colored 
strength, the strength of colored other than in Europe, and on reports of 
demobilization. 

While the white and colored strengths in Europe are believed to be fairly 
close approximations they must be accepted only as close estimates, and, since 
much more accurate strengths were obtained in the United States for white and 
colored troops separately, deductions based on the United States figures would 
probably be much more significant than for white and colored in Europe. 

STRENGTH BY COUNTRIES. 

Strength by countries for total Army is given in Table 1. The same infor- 
mation for enlisted men — white, colored, and native — is given in much more 
detail in Tables 3, 4, and 5. Attention has already been invited, in discussing 
Table 1, to the differences in the times of mobilization and demobilization of 
the various classes of troops; Tables 3, 4, and 5 also show this. During the 
spring and summer of 1918, while the strength of the total Army rose rapidly, 
there was comparatively little increase in the United States, since troops were 
then being sent to Europe, where the rise was rapid in consequence. Mean- 
while, the strength of the camps in the United States, while not increasing, was 
being maintained by recruits sent to them who were then trained and sent 
abroad as the emergency required. Porto Piican troops increased from a 
strength of 1,444 in April, 1917, to a maximum of 16,664 in November, 1918; 
Filipino troops from 5,430 in April, 1917, to a maximum of 7,837 in October, 
1918 (monthly mean): and Hawaiian troops, which were organized during the 
war, which attained to a monthly mean strength of 7,058 for December, 1918. 
Native troops served only in their own country, save Porto Ricans, who 
served also in Panama, as shown by Table 5. 

STRENGTH BY AGE. 

The basic information for strength by age was obtained from Army Anthro- 
pology (Vol. XV, Statistics, Part One, Table 2, p. 64). This information was 
obtained origrinallv from the records of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance. 
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which had the ages given by 3,673,133 applicants for War Kisk Insurance, 
including officers as well as enlisted men. 

It should be noted that the age given is usually that of entry into the service, 
and that the figures apply only to the applicants above mentioned. 

STRENGTH OF OFFICERS AND ENLISTED MEN IN THE UNITED STATES BY SPEC- 
IFIED CAMPS AND BY STATES (OTHER CAMPS AND POSTS). 

The strength of special large camps, and of officers and men not 
stationed in these large camps but elsewhere in the United States, is shown in 
Table 7. Officers and men not stationed in these large camps were classified 
by individual State where stationed, no account being taken of the individual 
stations within the particular State concerned. While, as mentioned elsewhere, 
the strength of the large camps was taken from monthly reports of sick and 
wounded made by senior medical officers to the Surgeon General, at certain 
camps during the period of rapid demobilization in 191!) it was found by the 
Surgeon General's Office that some officers and enlisted men were not being so 
reported from the camps in question; strength figures for these camps, therefore, 
were increased in the Surgeon General's Office, for the time being, by estimates 
based on demobilization figures. 

The tables which follow Table 7, and the accompanying graphs, go in 
detail into the matter of strengths by location in the United States. 

STRENGTH BY ARMS OF SERVICE AND BY MONTHS, TOTAL OFFICERS AND 
ENLISTED MEN, AMERICAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCES, 1918. 

Strength by arms of service, American Expeditionary Forces (Table 44) , has 
been calculated only for the year 1918. As will be seen later, this strength was 
used to figure casualties by arms of service. As practically no battle casualties 
occurred in the American Expeditionary Forces save for the year 1918, no 
statistics of this character have been computed for the only other year involved, 
1917, the very few casualties (60 wounded and 15 killed in action) for that 
year being arbitrarily carried forward into 1918. 

STRENGTH, RUSSIA AND SIBERIA, 1918-1919. 

As will be apparent wdien the tables giving vital statistics for troops in 
these two commands are consulted, the figures are of little value; however, in 
the interests of completeness strength Table No. 45 has been made. 

SICK AND WOUNDED DATA. 

During the World War preparation of individual records of sick and 
wounded was, as it still is, solely a function of the Medical Department. The 
forms used for this purpose when we entered the war were originally authorized 
to be effective January, 1905. They were the report cards (Form 52, Medical 
Department), report sheet for report of sick and wounded (Form 51, Medical 
Department), and the nominal check list (Forms 51a and olh. Medical Depart- 
ment) . Taken together, these constituted a monthly report of sick and wounded 
made to the Surgeon General. 

The method of reporting sick and wounded in vogue when we entered the 
World War, as prescribed in the Manual for the Medical Department, and as 
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carried out at home (and practically everywhere else save in the American 
Expeditionary Forces), throughout the war, is described in Appendix I. 

No forms other than those which have been mentioned were used for 
reporting sick and wounded in peace and they were to be retained in war, 
save under circumstances which will now be explained. 

For war, the Manual for the Medical Department prescribed two additional 
forms: (1) Diagnosis tags; (2) List of sick and wounded (Form 53). 

Diagnosis tags were used in our service for many years before the World 
War. The Manual for the Medical Department (see Appendix I, pars. 567 
and 575, inclusive) prescribed that mobile troops or commands in the theater 
of operations in time of war should use diagnosis tags, when first aid was given, 
and should attach them to the bodies of killed in action, examined by the 
Medical Department personnel. These tags, originals and duplicates (retained 
in a book from which the originals were torn), were to be collected and 
forwarded to the Surgeon General's Office, through the chief surgeon. They 
were of material importance in checking Form 52 and the field medical card 
(adopted June 15, 1918). 

A list of sick and wounded (Form 53, Medical Department) authorized 
on February 18, 1916, was provided, but only for the use of mobile troops 
or commands in the theater of operations in time of war, and in lieu thereof 
the regular peace report of sick and wounded. This form corresponded 
in size and ruling to "The returns of casualties" (Form 1490, Adjutant 
General's Office, edition of August 25, 1917). No space was provided on 
Form 53 for recording the age, nativity, and color of the patient, nor were 
provisions made for recording the strength of the organization reported upon, 
or for the movement of (changes in) the command during the month. 

The prescribed method of reporting sick and wounded as outlined above 
was thought to be inadequate for use in the American Expeditionary Forces, 
and a board of medical officers serving overseas was appointed to consider 
a revision of the method then in force. This board recommended that the 
prescribed method be modified for the American Expeditionary Forces. 
The recommendation received the approval of the commanding general and was 
published as regulations for "Sick and Wounded Reports for the American 
Expeditionary Forces," to become effective June 15, 1918. (See Appendix II.) 

The principal differences in the method thus adopted from the one 
previously prescribed follow: 

(a) The daily report of casualties and changes (Form 22, A. G. O., A. E. F. ; 
Figs. 7 and S), on June 15, 1918, replaced the list of sick and wounded (Form 53). 
The former was not used by the Surgeon General's Office. Report sheets 
(Form 51) and field reports, Forms 83, 84, 85, 211, were discarded. The 
latter, while Medical Department forms, had no reference to sick and wounded, 
and will not be referred to again. 

(b) A field medical card then adopted was a report and a transfer card, 
made for each patient at the first dressing station or hospital and sent with 
him in a paper envelope when transferred, preferably attached to his clothing. 
Appropriate notes showing operations, complications, and other data were 
recorded on this form at each hospital he entered. The diagnosis tag was 
recpiired to be placed in the envelope containing this cai'd. The field medical 
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card remained with the patient until his final disposition in Europe, or, in case 
of transfer to the United States, until he arrived at the hospital designated 
for his treatment there. 

(c) Form 52 was still used, hut in the American Expeditionary Forces 
only hospital cases were so reported. Furthermore, the use of Form 52 was 
confined to one hospital, the last one in which the patient was treated in 
Europe prior to transfer to the United States, or to any other disposition, as 
death, or duty. For every case finally so disposed of in Europe, a report card 
(Form 52, A. E. F.) and a field medical card were forwarded to the Surgeon 
General through the chief surgeon, American Expeditionary Forces, at the end 
of the month; but for every case transferred to the United States, a report 
card only was forwarded to the Surgeon General, the field medical card being 
sent with the patient to his hospital. As a matter of fact, many of the latter 
were lost in transit from the American Expeditionary Forces. 

(d) No cases treated in quarters or in infirmaries were reported, nor was 
any case reported which was carded for record only. 

One further difficulty occurred abroad. In Europe (exclusive of North 
Russia), in North Russia, and in Siberia some of the American sick and 
wounded were treated not by our own medical officers but in the allied 
hospitals. Efforts were made by the medical authorities to secure from these 
hospitals accurate records of all such cases. A central office was established 
in Paris, and many such records were collected and forwarded to the Surgeon 
General's Office. Judging, however, by the incomplete character of some of 
the records received, it is probable that for a part of the admissions to these 
hospitals, and for some of the deaths which resulted, no records were received. 

The greatest difficulty encountered was in obtaining accurate records 
from troops traveling on transports. This was due to the fact that Army 
medical officers were not generally in medical charge on transports, and no 
arrangements were made with the Navy, or with civilian transport surgeons, 
for medical reports for sick Army personnel en route. As a result the reports 
of the sick and wounded obtained from transports were practically worthless. 
The inadequacy of these transport reports during the influenza epidemic in 
September and October, 1918, probably accounts in great part for a discrep- 
ancy (amounting to 1,G49) in the number of deaths from disease reported by 
The Adjutant General and by the Surgeon General as having occurred in the 
American Expeditionary Forces and on transports. It is only fair to say, 
however, that a part of the discrepancy is probably attributable to the inability 
of our medical authoi'ities to obtain records of all deaths which occurred among 
our men in the hospitals of our allies.

OFFICE. 

METHOD OF ASSEMBLING STRENGTH DATA. 

All pertinent data with reference to strength were collected from The 
Adjutant General's Office and from the Provost Marshal General's Office, in the 
medical record section of the Surgeon General's Office; there they were care- 
fully studied by experienced clerks under the direct supervision of the officer 
in charge. As explained elsewhere, their figures were utilized for strength 
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tables in so far as the Surgeon General's better figures for vital statistical pur- 
poses were not available. When the Surgeon General's figures covered strength, 
it was a matter of very simple mathematics to obtain from them strengths in 
gross and in detail. Certain estimates of strength were also made in this 
branch of the medical record section. 

METHOD OF ASSEMBLING SICK AND WOUNDED DATA. 

From what has been said it will be, understood that for each Army patient 
there was made a report card or cards covering his sicknesses or wounds, and 
that these cards were sent monthly to the Surgeon General's Office. Compiling 
statistics from such cards then consisted merely in assembling and counting 
the cases in gross and in detail, though this process might and actually did 
prove very complicated. Before the war the report cards were first filed by 
post or organization. After the disease numbers (International Classification) 
had been entered on the individual report cards, each case was assembled by 
following it through all report cards made for it. Great statistical sheets were 
then utilized for transcribing the case records numerically from the individual 
report cards, and thus were compiled the vital statistics to be finally published 
in the Surgeon General's annual reports. Counting was done by hand. 

The method of filing the report cards in the Surgeon General's Office was 
changed in October, 1917. Subsequent to that time all report cards received 
from any source in the Army were arranged in one general alphabetical file, in 
dictionary order, by surnames. Surnames were subdivided by Christian names, 
and similar Christian names by age, nativity, etc. All of the cards, or at least 
a large percentage, for a given case were brought together before any attempt 
was made to utilize their data. Inasmuch as it was necessary to prepare the 
statistical tables for the Surgeon General's annual reports from each year's 
material, it was not possible to assemble all the record cards for the war in one 
file before attempting to compile the statistics. Consequently this work was 
done by card groups for three or four months as the cards were assembled and 
alphabetized. An effort was made at the beginning of the work to use only 
the cards for completed cases, taking out all cards for incomplete cases, and 
placing them in a file to be worked later. This plan, however, involved so 
much additional labor in rearranging the cards that it had to be discontinued. 
Subsequently all report cards in every file were used, the disposition being 
shown as incomplete when necessary. 

By regulations a report card (Form 52) was furnished for every case com- 
pleted in hospital or in quarters, or carded for record only, during the current 
month, and for all patients remaining on sick report at the end of the month in 
which admitted, a second report card being required for the month in which the 
case was completed when more than one month was involved. For the pur- 
poses of the annual reports, on December 31 of each year a report card was 
required also for every patient remaining on sick report on that date. Very 
frequently, however, several cards in addition to those mentioned were ulti- 
mately received for cases of chronic character admitted to sick report several 
times, and especially for such cases originating in the field or overseas, for 
whom many transfers were involved. As the space on Form 52 is necessarily 
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limited, frequently nearly all of it was used for entering the case record, very 
little being available for other purposes. Moreover, these cards arc permanent 
War Department records, to be used for obtaining information needed in adjust- 
ing claims against the Government for disabilities resulting from disease con- 
tracted or injuries occurring while in the military service. Aside from other 
reasons, this alone was sufficient to prevent the medical record section of the 
Surgeon General's Office from placing any confusing or disfiguring marks, such 
as code numbers, on the report cards. 

It was apparent also that while directly transcribing the information on 
the report cards to great statistical sheets by hand, as had been the practice 
in peace, was fairly satisfactory for the statistics of a small army, this system 
was entirely too time consuming for such a large force as it was certain the 
country would soon have. 

Steps were immediately taken, therefore, to change the system in vogue 
when, in October, 1917, the medical record section was organized. 

With the radical change in system made at that time, the report cards 
remained the source of all information for individual records of disease and 
injury which, taken together, still constituted the basis for the vital statistics 
of our Army. But between the report cards and completed statistics an 
elaborate machinery was installed and operated. For this a code book, 
statistical perforated cards, and the Hollerith equipment were adopted. 

A code was prepared which was so comprehensive that, after the data on 
the report cards had been coded, vital statistical information of practically 
any character could be obtained. Competent medical officers, and especially 
the distinguished representatives of practically every branch of medical science, 
who at the time were stationed in the Surgeon General's Office, assisted materially 
in the preparation of this code. The code book used in the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, United States Navy, was also freely consulted. A medical 
officer recently returned from France brought with him samples of the statis- 
tical perforated card recently adopted by France: also the outline of the 
coding system which the French proposed to use. These were also used freely. 
The result was an elaborate coding book for diseases and traumatisms. 

The code having been adopted — and this suffered but slight change during 
the war — the next step was to prepare a code card adapted for use with the 
Hollerith equipment. The code cards used were not exactly the same throughout 
the war. At the beginning, or for the nine months of 1917, both statistical code 
and perforated cards were used, one of each being employed for each medical 
and for each surgical case. What these were will be apparent by consulting 
Figures 14 and 15. Thereafter no statistical code card intervened between 
report card, Form 52, and perforated card. Limitation of space on the per- 
forated cards still made it necessary to have one such card for medical cases 
and one for surgical cases (See Fig. 16). The life history and military status 
were of course the same for both these cards. 

The card finally adopted had 45 columns of figures arranged to correspond 
with the subdivisions of the report card, Form 52. In the further discussion 
of the mechanics of preparing the statistics only the final statistical per- 
forated card will receive consideration. 
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The actual steps in the plan finally adopted were as follows: 

(1) Penciling the code numbers from the code hook on the statistical 
perforated card in accordance with the entries on the report card which was 
consulted for the purpose. (It will be noted that in the illustration given, 
Fig 16, these numbers have been typewritten; this was not the practice, 
however. They were actually entered by pencil.) The clerks engaged in so 
entering the code numbers were known as ''coders," and were of two, or rather 
three, classes; nonprofessional and so-called professional coders, the latter 
being subdivided into medical and traumatism coders, depending on whether 
they coded medical or surgical data. The so-called professional coders were 
not physicians, but older and more experienced clerks. 

(2) The perforation of the code card by clerks, known as "punchers," 
was the next step. 

The coders, in addition to transferring the information on Form 52 to the 
statistical perforated card, placed on the latter the Army serial number of the 
patient concerned. This was made the practice as soon as the War Department 
adopted serial numbers for Army personnel, which was early in 1918. This 
acted as a cross reference, so that no difficulty was subsecpuently experienced 
in connecting the original report card with the statistical perforated card in 
case of suspected error, readmission, etc. Much difficulty in this respect 
had previously been experienced. 

Reference has been made above to a multiplicity of cards arriving at the 
Surgeon General's Office covering a case that had run a very long course. To 
keep track of these cases a space was provided on the statistical perforated card 
for cases remaining in hospital. Also provision was made on this card for a 
readmission record so that all subsequent records of a given case if returned 
to hospital for further treatment could be linked up with the original disease or 
injury. Statistical perforated cards were made for men killed in action from 
nominal lists furnished by The Adjutant General's Office. 

Still another form used in the Surgeon General's Office remains to be 
described. This was the transcript card. In a way this form assumed the 
place of Form 52. That is to say, it was used, when Form 52 was not made, to 
transcribe data of individual cases from the list of sick and wounded, Form 53. 

EXPLANATION OF TERMS AND METHODS USED. 

(1) White is synonymous with Caucasian, but all are classed as whites save 
negroes, and natives enlisted or inducted outside of the United States. 

(2) Negro is used interchangeably with colored. 

(3) American troops include both white and negro troops, no distinction 
being made for Indians, Chinese, Filipinos, etc., inducted or enlisted in the 
United States. 

(4) Troops is used as synonymous with enlisted men. 

(5) Strength means the military population. Thus, if the annual strength 
of a camp is shown as 1,000, the interpretation is that there was an average 
of 1,000 men in the camp for every day of the year. Strength as used in this 
volume is reduced to a mean annual or a mean monthly basis. 

(6) Mean monthly strength is the daily average strength for the month. 
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(7) Mean annual strength is the total of the monthly strengths divided 
by 12. This was generally satisfactory for purposes of comparison, but one false 
result of using mean annual strengths for comparing one camp with another 
must be pointed out. In camps occupied only or largely during epidemic 
periods, converting their strengths to mean annual strengths and then com- 
paring them with camps occupied throughout the year gives a very incorrect 
result. Comparison by period of epidemic is of course the correct method. 

(8) Total of mean annual strengths. — Ratios are figured throughout on total 
of mean annual strengths, April, 1917, to December 31, 1919, inclusive. 

(9) Cases, admissions, readmissions, and concurrent diseases, complications 
and sequelse. — The main tables in the present volume are based on records of 
admissions and not on those of cases. That is to say, while it is true, all ad- 
missions represent cases, on the other hand they do not give the total case 
incidence as it did not prove practical to record in them cases which coexisted 
at the time of admission or which occurred while a patient was on sick report. 
These coexisting affections and the subsequent affections in the course of a 
patient's stay on sick report might or might not have had any relation to the 
primary cause of admission. At all events, as already explained, they were 
not made of record in the main tables. A supplementary table has been 
prepared, however, entitled "Concurrent diseases, complications and sequela?," 
which gives for each disease recorded as a primary cause of admission for 
enlisted men in the United States and Europe, such affections as coexisted and 
as occurred while men were on sick report. 

The term admissions refers to admissions by original cause of admission. 
It includes: (a) All patients reported as treated in hospital; (6) all patients 
reported as treated in quarters and excused from military duty, when still 
attached to a combat organization, staff detachment, development battalion, 
or convalescent camp ; (c) all patients reported as carded for record only when 
treated and not excused from duty, but whose disease or injury was of such 
character as to have a probable bearing upon their future physical fitness for 
military service; (d) all deaths; (V) all discharges for disability for enlisted men 
or retirements for disability for officers. Only one cause of admission was 
made of record as such. Furthermore, if a soldier with influenza subsequently 
developed lobar pneumonia, then purulent pleurisy, and finally tuberculosis, 
only one was counted, the cause of the primary admission. This plan was 
followed on the ground that the purpose of this statistical study was primarily 
to determine the number of men excused from military duty by original cause 
of disease, and not the number of cases of the various diseases treated. 

The statistics, naturally, include only admissions and cases for which 
report cards were made and sent to the Surgeon General. A large number of 
men, not excused from military duty, were treated in military hospitals and 
dispensaries and were not so reported upon. These were mainly men treated 
for minor illnesses and injuries, for errors of refraction or other eye conditions, 
and for minor diseases of the ear, nose, and throat. 

Readmissions were not counted as admissions. Thus, if a man admitted to 
hospital with measles was returned to duty and was subsequently readmitted 
within a very few days on account of otitis media considered to have resulted 
from the attack of measles, the second admission was charged to the measles, 
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the otitis media being shown as the complication. And only in Table 82 the 
final disposition, whether the man was returned to duty, died, or was discharged 
for disability, and the time lost, was charged to measles. Or, if a case of 
gonorrhea was detected and reported, the man not being excused from duty 
but receiving treatment while doing full duty, and the man subsequently de- 
veloped a complicating epididymitis for which he was admitted to hospital, 
the entire time lost and the disposition was charged to the original admission 
for gonorrhea, the epididymitis being shown as the complication and only in 
Table 82. 

(10) Days lost and noneffective rate. — Attention is invited to the fact that 
the days lost were credited to the original cause of admission. Noneffective 
rate shows the average number of men absent from duty for each day of the 
year. Thus, the noneffective rate, expressed as 25 per 1,000, means that for 
each day of the year there was an average of 2.5 men absent from duty on 
account of sickness out of each 1,000 strength; in other words, 2.5 per cent 
were unfit for duty. 

(11) Deaths and discharges for disability. — For the vital statistics for the 
Surgeon General's reports, as published for the years 1909 to 1916, inclusive, 
the absolute numbers of deaths and discharges for disability for troops in the 
United States had been given in two columns. The first included all deaths 
or discharges for disability which occurred in the United States; the second 
included only deaths or disability discharges which were the result of cases 
that originally developed or became apparent in troops serving in the United 
States. In the same way, two columns were shown for American troops serving 
outside of the continental limits of the United States. The first column showed 
the number of deaths and discharges for disability which actually occurred in 
each country concerned, and the second column included cases which had been 
invalided to the United States, and in which deaths or discharges ultimately 
occurred there. At this time, in all instances, however, the ultimate disposition 
was charged to the month and the year in which it actually occurred. The 
place ratios, which w r ere shown, were based on the second column of the 
absolute numbers. 

This plan of double columns was abandoned during the war, and in handling 
the vital statistics of the war every effort was made to charge all discharges 
for disability, deaths, and time lost, to the original causes, places, and times 
of occurrence of primary admissions. This was done and tables were made, 
not only for all troops for the entire war period but for white and colored troops 
separately, in the United States and Europe, by months of original admis- 
sion, and for those in the United States by definite camp or State location. 
The only exception made to this practice was due to the fact that sometimes 
it was not found possible to charge all suppurative pleurisies (empyema) and 
other very long-continued cases back to original cause of admission; of neces- 
sity these were charged to final condition. 

This method of charging deaths to times and places of occurrence of the 
original admissions renders it difficult to compare the death rates so compiled 
with those of the Army in previous wars and with those of civil life, in which 
deaths and discharges are charged to the actual times and places of occurrence. 
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The epidemiological advantages of the system, however, were believed to out- 
weigh the disadvantages. 

It should also be noted here that deaths from operations done for removal 
of defects have been charged to the defects and not to the operations. 

(12) Hates used arc annual ratios per thousand, with the exception of the 
case fatality rates, which are expressed in percentages. 

(13) Injuries. — Nonbattle injuries are included in the general tables. This 
is not the case witli battle injuries, which are tabulated separately. 

(14) Classification. — The diagnostic terms used and the numbers therefor 
are those of the International Classification of the Causes of Death, with terms 
for morbidity in addition. The grouping of this classification has been changed, 
but its numbers have been retained. For the classification of joint causes of 
death, it being practicable to specify only one cause, though two or more 
conditions actually existed and might have been responsible for the death, the 
international rules were used as a guide.

(1916, corrected to June 15, 191S.) 

REGISTER AND REPORT OF SICK AND WOUNDED. 

THE REGISTER. 

427. A full record of the sick and wounded of every military post or station and separate 
command which is attended by a medical officer or private physician will be made on register 
cards, Form 52; but this requirement will not be applicable in time of war to troops or commands 
in the theater of operations, except camp hospitals (or field hospitals acting as such), evacuation 
hospitals, base hospitals, and other immobile sanitary formations on the line of communications. 
(See pars. 575 to 582.) These cards collectively constitute the register of patients, and a case 
carded on them is said to be on the register. 

(a) The commanding officer will provide the surgeon with any information the latter may not 
have which is necessary for preparing and completing the register. 

428. A register card will be made: 

(a) For every person admitted to the hospital for treatment. 

(6) For every officer, enlisted man, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, and 
member of the Nurse Corps with the command, including retired officers and soldiers under assign- 
ment to active duty, who, though not admitted to the hospital, is excused on account of sickness 
or injury from the performance of his military duty, or some part of it, such as attendance on 
certain calls, drills, target practice, mounted duty, etc. 

(c) For every officer, enlisted man, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, and 
member of the Nurse Corps with the command who, though not excused from duty, is prescribed 
for or treated, or placed under observation with a view to treatment or, in the case of an enlisted 
man, to discharge on account of disability, if his disability is of such a character as to have a prob- 
able bearing on his subsequent medical history: Provided, That a case once carded for record 
only under this provision will not again be carded for record only on the same register except when 
necessary to comply with the provisions of sections (d), (e),(f), and (h) of this paragraph. For 
example, every case of venereal disease or insanity, or suspected venereal disease or insanity, 
which comes under observation or treatment, will, unless previously on the register or otherwise 
required to be registered, be carded for record only under this provision. (C. M. M. D. No. 0, 
Feb. 14, 1918.) 

(d) For every officer, enlisted man, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, and 
member of the Nurse Corps with the command, not currently on the register, who is retired or 
discharged for disability or dies. 

(<?) For every officer, enlisted man, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, and 
member of the Nurse Corps with the command, not currently on the register, who is sent to another 
station or command for observation or treatment: Provided, That this regulation shall not apply 
to commands which have no hospitals and which habitually send their hospital cases to a hospital 
in the near vicinity. (See par. 21 7 £.) 

(/) For every officer, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, and member of the 
Xurse Corps with the command, not currently on the register, who departs from the command on 
sick leave. 

(g) For every officer, enlisted man, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, and 
member of the Nurse Corps with the command whose case is received by transfer conformably 
to the provisions of paragraphs 214 to 217. 

(h) For every retired officer, retired soldier, former officer, former soldier, former Army field 
clerk, former field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, or former member of the Nurse Corps with the 
command but not in the hospital, who dies. (C. M. M. D. No. 8, June 15,1918.) 

429. Except as required by paragraph 428 a case prescribed for but not admitted to hospital 
or excused from duty will not be registered. 

a Material changes made during the war are given in detail. No special account is taken of minor changes save that 
in each such case the date and authority for the change appears in brackets at the end of the changed paragraph. Except 
for original paragraphs which are so important that it has been thought best to include them, the text represents that in 
effect at the end of the war. 
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430. Cases under treatment by the dentist will bo entered on the register of sick and wounded 
only when such entry is required by the provisions of paragraph 428. 

431. When an officer or soldier sick in hospital is retired from active service, wholly retired 
from service, dismissed, or discharged, his case as an officer or soldier will be closed (par. 450) 
and a new card made for it covering his continuance in hospital under his new status. 

(a) If an applicant for enlistment sick in hospital is sworn in as a soldier, his case as a civilian 
will be closed and a new card made for his case as a soldier. 

(6) Appropriate cross references from the old to the new cards, and vice versa, will be made 
in these cases. 

432. The register cards will be made day by day as the cases are taken up. (See pars. 208a 
and 209.) They will be kept in two files, the current file and the permanent file. 

(a) The current file will consist of the register cards of uncompleted cases arranged in dictionary 
order according to the surnames of the patients. It constitutes a ready index to all cases currently 
on the register. Cards will be transferred from the current file to the permanent file immediately 
upon their completion and the preparation of their report cards. 

(6) The permanent file will comprise all the register cards of completed cases. The cards 
therein will be filed in the serial order of their register numbers. 

(c) A card index to the register will be kept on Form 52a, one index card for each individual 
patient whose name appears in the register. When a register card is started and its number deter- 
mined the index will be searched for previous admissions of the patient. If an index card for the 
patient is found, the new number will be entered thereon, and the number of the last previous 
admission will be noted on the new register card (par. 443). If no index card for the patient is 
found, one will be at once prepared. The index cards will be filed alphabetically in dictionary 
order according to the surnames of the patients. 

433. Cases taken up on register cards should be borne thereon until finally disposed of. (See 
par. 450.) 

434. The cards will be legibly written in indelible black ink, using the typewriter when 
practicable. 

(a) Entries must not be crowded. When the space provided on the front of the card under 
any heading is not sufficient to complete an entry thereunder, the record thereof will be continued 
on the back of the card, or, if still more space is required, upon an extension slip. The extension 
slip must be of the same size as the card, and be pasted to the lower margin of the back of the card, 
using about one-half an inch for the seam; this will place the seam at the top of the card when the 
latter is filed. When an entry is continued its two parts should be connected by cross references, 
using a small letter in parentheses, thus, (a), so that the record can be readily followed. 

435. The senior medical officer is responsible for the correctness and safe-keeping of the register. 
He will sign or initial all register cards completed during the period of his responsibility; but at 
general hospitals, or brigade posts, or when specially authorized by the Surgeon General, he may 
designate one or more junior medical officers to sign or initial them, preferably in each case the 
officer in attendance thereon. 

(a) When, in the absence of a medical officer, the command is attended by a civilian physician, 
he will sign the cards for the cases completed under his care. 

436. Alterations and additions when necessary to correct or complete the record may be made 
in the register cards of uncompleted cases at the discretion of the senior medical officer of the com- 
mand for the time being. A change of diagnosis will be indicated in the space "complication, 
seq., etc.," giving the date of the change, and the original entry under 'cause of admission" will 
not be disturbed. 

(a) Alterations of and additions to the register card of a completed case may be made in like 
manner by the medical officer who was responsible for the card at the time it was completed if he 
is still the senior medical officer of the command. If he has been superseded the card will not be 
changed, but a successor who concludes, upon information received, that the card is erroneous in any 
particular, may file a supplemental card therewith of the same size as the register card, indicating 
thereon such conclusion and the information or reasons upon which it is based. The supplemental 

card will be headed "Supplemental card, No. ," inserting the register number of the register 

card, and will be dated and signed by the officer filing it. A cross reference to the supplemental 
card identifying it by its date may appear upon the register card, but it will be a reference only, 

thus, "See supplemental card dated ," and contain none of the matter recorded on the 

supplement. (See pars. 463 and 464.) (C. M. M. D., No. 6. Feb. 14, 1918.) 
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DIRECTIONS FOR PREPARING REGISTER CARDS. 
(See pars. 208 to 213.) 

437. Name. — Name should be correctly and legibly written. Initial letters or abbreviations 
may be used for middle names only. 

438. Rank, company, and regiment or staff corps. — The usual abbreviations may be employed. 
(a) Changes in the patient's rank, company, and regiment or corps while his case is current 

on the register will be recorded in this space, giving dates of changes. 

(6) If the patients are discharged soldiers, applicants for enlistment, Army field clerks, field 
clerks, Quartermaster Corps, members of the Nurse Corps, or members of the Organized Militia, 
those facts, respectively, will be set forth on their cards under this heading, giving in the case of 
former soldiers the organization to which they last belonged, and in the case of militiamen their 
militia organization. Other civilians should bo designated simply as civilians. (C. M. M. I)., 
No. 8, June 15, 1918.) 

439. Age, years. — The age at birthday nearest to date admitted is required. 

440. Race.— Use "W.," "C," "F.," "P. R.," "I.," meaning "white," "colored," "Filipino," 
"Porto Rican," or "Indian." 

441. Nativity.- — Place of birth; give State, if a native; country, if foreign. Usual abbre- 
viations. 

442. Service, years. — Give length of service to date of admission, in years and fractions thereof, 
whether continuous or not. 

443. Register Net. — Every card will have a number for convenience of reference. These 
numbers will be consecutive and will be carried forward indefinitely. In order that the medical 
history of a patient may be more readily traced, his last previous register number, if he has pre- 
viously had a register card at the post, should be entered immediately before his current number. 

(a) So long as a field command, attended by a medical officer or private physician, is unattached 
to a permanent station, or its hospital or infirmary is not discontinued by consolidation with that 
of another command, its register cards should be numbered continuously without regard to the 
various changes of its location. 

444. Date of admission. — Under date of admission give the day, month, and year the case is 
taken up. Figures should not be used to designate the month. 

445. Source of admission. — Indicate in this space the source from which the patient was directly 
received. Officers and enlisted men of the command are generally admitted "From command"; 
but maybe "From desertion," etc. In the case of a casual, the name of his proper station should 
be given, in addition to the place from which he was directly received, thus, e. g.: "Casual from 
command, proper station, Fort A"; or "Casual from S. S. Southland, from Norfolk, Va., proper 
station, Fort B." In the case of an original admission from a passing or other command which is 
unaccompanied by a medical officer the fact should be recorded, thus, e. g.: ' 'Detachment, Twelfth 
Infantry, en route A to 13, unaccompanied by a medical officer." 

(a) In the case of a patient received by formal transfer from another hospital or command 
(pars. 214 to 217) the name of such hospital or command will be given, with the date of the original 
entry of the case and its register number on the register thereof, if known. In the case of a patient 
received by informal transfer under the conditions recited in paragraph 217J the name of his com- 
mand only will be given, with the words "informal transfer'' added. 

(6) The following additional notations will be made in parentheses in this space: 

1. In cases taken up under section (c), paragraph 428 — (Carded for record only; under treat- 
ment [or observation! but not excused from duty). 

2. In cases taken up under section (d) — (Carded for record only; not currently on the register). 

3. In cases taken up under section (e) — (Carded for transfer only; on full duty while with 
command). 

4. In cases taken up under section (/) — (Carded for record of sick leave only; on full duty 
while with command). (C. M. M. D., No. 6. Feb. 14, 1918.) 

446. Cause of admission. — Give the name of the disease and its location if it is localized; or 
in case of injury, its cause, location, character, and severity, with the attending circumstances, 
date of occurrence, and nature of missile, weapon, or other producing agent. When the patient 
has two or more diseases or injuries at the time of admission, each of them will be recorded under 
this head. Should the original disability, or, if there is more than one, Bhould any of them, be 
cured before the final disposition of the patient, the fact and date of such cure will also be stated 
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in this space. In the case of a patient received by transfer the diagnosis made at the receiving 
hospital will be recorded. If this diagnosis differs from that on the transfer card, the additional 
entry will be made, "Diagnosis on transfer card not concurred in." (See pars. 455 and 456.) 

(a) In entering causes of admission distinction should be made between the primary or remote 
cause and the exciting or proximate cause, the latter being regarded as the cause of admission 
within the meaning of this paragraph. For example, cycloplegia produced for the purpose of 
measuring a refractive error should be recorded as the cause of admission, rather than the refrac- 
tive error itself, which should be mentioned in brackets. So also, in a case admitted for opera- 
tion to cure or correct a congenital or other defect, as, for example, hammer-toe or phimosis, no 
pathological condition being present which would of itself require admission, the purpose to operate 
is the cause of admission and should be so recorded by the words, "For operation," indicating 
the defect in brackets. It is necessary to observe this distinction with care, to assure proper 
determination of the question whether the actual cause of admission shall be recorded as in the 
line of duty or not. (See par. 448.) 

447. The place of treatment, quarters or hospital, and the dates of changes from the one to 
the other, will be indicated in the cause-of-admission space. 

448. In line of duty. — Herein will be recorded, in the case of every officer or enlisted man 
on the active list, of every Army field clerk and field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, of every member 
of the Nurse Corps, and of every officer and enlisted man on the retired list who is for the time 
being serving under an assignment to active duty, the opinion of the medical officer, based on a 
full consideration of all the facts, as to whether the cause of admission was incurred in the line 
of duty, it being understood that the entry relates to the immediate cause of admission as defined 
in paragraph 446a, and not to the remote cause. If the patient has two or more diseases or injuries 
at the time of admission, an opinion as to line of duty will be separately recorded for each. In 
forming and recording his opinion on this point the medical officer will be guided by the following 
instructions: 

(a) " [An officer, Army field clerk, or field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, who has been passed as 
fit for service on physical examination upon entrance into the service, or a soldier or member of 
the Nurse Corps who has been accepted on his or her first physical examination after arrival at a 
military station as fit for service, shall be considered to have contracted in the line of duty any 
subsequently determined physical disability, unless such disability can be shown to be the result 
of the patient's own carelessness, misconduct, or vicious habits, or to have been contracted while 
absent from duty without permission, or unless the history of the case shows unmistakably that 
the disability existed prior to entrance into the service.] When the admission is for an operation 
or procedure which is designed to improve the patient's physical fitness or efficiency for the mili- 
tary service, such operation or procedure will be recorded as in the line of duty, without reference 
to the fact whether the condition to be remedied originated in the line of duty or not, provided that 
the primary cause is not the result of the patient's own misconduct. 

(b) When an officer, enlisted man, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, or 
member of the Nurse Corps, is disabled while absent with leave, the question of line of duty must 
be determined by the circumstances attending the incurrence of the disability, but the fact of 
being so absent should be stated. 

(e) When a medical officer expresses the opinion that an injury occurring during athletic 
sports, properly indulged in, was received in the line of duty, the opinion is accepted by the 
Surgeon General as satisfactory and final. 

(d) In all cases in which the opinion is expressed by "no," and in cases of venereal diseases 
by "yes," the circumstances attending the incidence of the disability, and on which the opinion 
is based, should be stated under the diagnosis. (C. M. M. D., No. 8, June 15, 1918.) 

449. Complications, scq., etc. — Herein will be recorded complications and intercurrent diseases 
appearing subsequent to admission, surgical operations, and changes of diagnosis. The date will 
be given in each instance. 

(a) When the intercurrent disability subsequently appearing is in no way dependent on the 
primary affection, the medical officer will record in this space his opinion as to whether it originated 

a Previous reading of sentence ia brackets: All diseases or injuries from which an officer or enlisted man suffers 
while in the military service of the United States may be assumed to have occurred in line of duty unless the sur- 
geon knows: First, that the disease or injury existed before entering the service: second, that it was contracted while 
absent from duty without permission: or third, that it occurred in consequence of willful neglect or immoral conduct of 
the man himself. 
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in the line of duty, with such explanatory remarks as may be necessary. Should it be cured 
before the final disposition of the patient, the fact and date of cure will also be recorded here. 

(b) Upon recording a change of diagnosis the medical officer will also record in this space his 
opinion whether the disability as diagnosed by him originated in the line of duty, with 
appropriate explanatory remarks when necessary. 

(c) In recording a surgical operation its character will be briefly described, giving the commonly 
accepted name for it. The word ''operation" alone is not sufficient. In every case note should 
be made of the anesthetic used and of the time intervening between the onset of the disease or the 
receipt of the injury and the performance of the operation. (C. M. M. D., No. G, Feb. 14, 1918.) 

450. Disposition. — Herein record the completion of the case by entry specifying the method 
of its completion. Return to duty is always a completion of the case, including cases registered 
under the provisions of paragraph 428c. Transfer to another hospital (par. 214) completes the case 
on the medical records of the transferring hospital or command. Cases of officers, soldiers, Army 
field clerks, field clerks, Quartermaster Corps, and members of the Nurse Corps are completed by 
capture or any change in their military status which separates them from the active list of the Army, 
such as death, desertion, retirement, resignation, dismissal, or discharge from the service. (See 
par. 431.) (C. M. M. D., No. 8, June 15, 1918.) Cases of officers and enlisted men on the retired 
lists and of civilians registered upon their admission to hospital conformably to the provisions of 
paragraph 428o are completed, so far as the register is concerned, by their departure from hospital. 

(a) When a patient departs from the command or hospital on ordinary or sick leave or furlough, 
his card will be completed by appropriate record of such departure, with a statement as to whether 
the cure was complete or not. Should he resume the status of sick upon his return from leave or 
furlough, his case will be registered anew. 

(b) Register cards made for record only under paragraph 428c, the patient not having been 
excused from duty, should be completed at once, regardless of the continuance of treatment or 
observation, by entering "Doing full duty" under this head and repeating the date in the date- 
of-disposition space. Should the provisions of sections (a), (6), (d), (c), (/), or (h), paragraph 428 
become applicable during continued treatment or observation, or subsequently, the case will 
again be registered in conformity therewith. 

(c) Cases of death, and of retirement or discharge for disability, carded under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 428rf, will be completed at once by entry in this space specifying the nature 
of the casualty. 

(d) In case of death, the fact of death, and the result of the autopsy, if one was held, will be 
recorded in this space; also, if the death was not due to the cause of admission, the general, deter- 
mining, and all contributing causes thereof, and a statement whether the cause originated in the 
service and in the line of duty, with an explanation of the circumstances upon which the opinion, 
if negative, is based. Should the cause of death in any case be unknown, a brief note of such cir- 
cumstances as may throw light upon it will be entered. In case of suicide the cause or causes which 
led to the act will be stated. 

(e) In case of retirement or discharge on account of wound or disease, the fact of retirement or 
discharge on such account, and the degree of disability, will be recorded under this head; also, if 
the wound or disease for which retired or discharged was not the cause of admission, the same 
will be fully described and statement recorded whether it originated in the line of duty. When the 
opinion expressed is "no," the circumstances attending the incidence of the wound or disease on 
which the negative opinion is based will be recorded. (C. M. M. D., Feb. 14, 1918.) 

(/) The cases of patients who are retired from active service, or wholly retired or discharged 
from the service, by order, sentence, operation of law, or expiration of term should be completed 
by entry specifying such fact; and a statement should be made of the degree of disability due to 
the complaint for which the individual was under treatment at the time of his separation from 
the service, unless it was unquestionably not received in the line of duty. 

(g) The cases of officer patients who depart from the hospital or command in obedience to 
orders to proceed to their homes and await retirement will be completed upon such departure by 
recording the fact thereof and its date. 

(h) When the disease or injury causing death or discharge has been aggravated by the 
willful and persistent refusal of the patient to submit to such reasonable restrictions, methods of 
treatment, or surgical operations as would, in the opinion of the medical officer, have conduced 
to the cure or to the lessening of the disability, the fact should be noted. 
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(t) When a patient is returned to duty the entry " duty " will suffice, the cure being assumed to 
be complete unless a statement to the contrary is entered. 

(j) In case of transfer to another hospital or command, the specific destination of the patient 
should be stated. 

(h) Desertion is final disposition of the case and the card should be completed accordingly. 
Should the deserter come again under military control and resume the status of sick, a new card 
will be made for him as for a new case, conformably to the general rule. (C. M. M. D., Nos. 6 and 8.) 

451. Date of disposition. — Give day, month, and year of disposition. Figures should not be 
used to designate months. In all cases of discharge on certificate of disability the date of dis- 
charge as given in the letter of notification from the adjutant will be recorded. 

452. Name of hospital, etc. — Enter in this space on every register card the designation of the hos- 
pital, establishment, or organization to which the register pertains, and its location or locations 
during the period covered by the card. Spaces 19 and 20 ("Sent with report of S. & W. for the 
month of " and "from") need not be filled out on the register card. 

453 a . Classifications. — Spaces 22, 23, 24, and 25 at the bottom of the face of the card are for the 
use of the Surgeon General 's Office only, and will not be filled out on the register or report cards. 

454. [Space 26]. b "Days of treatment in current case," on back of card, will be filled out month 
by month on the register card extending the table as may be necessary for cases remaining from 
one year to another. The day of admission will be counted as a day of treatment in every case. 
The day of return to duty will not be counted as a day of treatment. The day of disposition for 
all other cases under treatment will be counted as a day of treatment, except for patients trans- 
ferred to a station or hospital in the near vicinity, who should arrive at such station or hospital 
on the same day. 

456. The following special requirements will be observed: 
(a) Pathological lesions should be recorded rather than their symptoms. 
(6) In all cases in which the cause of admission is a local manifestation of a general affection 
the character and locality of the one and the nature of the other should be stated. 

(c) The organ or part affected should be specified when the name of the morbid condition 
fails to indicate it, as in paralysis, aneurism, ulcer, herpes, etc.; also in inflammations, as adenitis, 
osteitis, arthritis, synovitis, etc., and in local injuries, as abrasions, burns, contusions, dislocations, 
etc. 

(d) Inflammations should be reported as acute or chronic, and the grade of the inflammatory 
condition of the mucous membranes, whether catarrhal or suppurative, should be stated. 

(e) The term "heart disease" should not be recorded when the special affection can be 
determined. 

if) In pulmonary affections the lobe or lobes involved should be designated; also, in the 
case of diseases that are not always bilateral, whether the disease is confined to the right or left or 
extends to both lungs. The complications of pleurisy should be particularly noted. 

(g) Deviations from the normal in cases of impairment of vision or hearing should be ascer- 
tained and noted. 

(h) In case of injury, its character, location, and severity should be stated, the date of its 
occurrence should be given, its cause should be noted, the nature of the missile, weapon, or other 
producing agent shown, and the circumstances attending its origin indicated. If it was accidental, 
that fact should appear. If it was intentional, the record should show whether it was judicial, 
homicidal, suicidal, self-inflicted, or otherwise, as the case may be. In gunshot wounds the 
points of entrance and exit of the missile and the parts indicated should be recorded. 

(i) Fractures should be designated as simple, comminuted, compound, or complicated, the 
character of the complications being stated. 

(j) The exact location, variety, and cause of hernia should be given, and, wdien strangulated, 
the condition and the means employed for relief. 

(i) Diseases due to venereal contagion, to the abuse of stimulants or narcotics, or to immoral 
practices should be so recorded. 

(I) Distinction should be made between inflammations of venereal origin and those of non- 
venereal origin, as in cases of balanitis, orchitis, bubo, etc., specifying the nature of the venereal 
cause and the causation in the nonvenereal cases.

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(to) Distinction should also be made between the venereal ulcer known as chancroid and 
the hard chancre of primary syphilis. 

(w) The terms "venereal warts," "venereal bubo," etc., are indefinite and should not be 
used. The lesion should be recorded and its specific cause stated. 

(o) When the case is an old disease or injury that fact will be recorded by the word " old " in 
parentheses in the causes of admission space, followed by the diagnosis, showing the original disease 
or injury, and its condition at the date of current admission. If there is no record in the register 
of the original disease or injury record will also be made under this head of its origin (date, place, 
cause, attending circumstances, etc., as may be appropriate); but if the record of origin appears 
in the register for a previous admission the same need not be repeated, but may be referred to as 
follows: "For original disease or injury, see Reg. No. ." 

(p) In all cases of poisoning the name of the poison should be given. 

(q) Special notes should be made of cases of malingering or feigned diseases and of the means 
employed for their detection. 

(r) When no diagnosis can be reached, the fact should be stated, together with the conditions 
which prevent the recognition of the disease or injury. (C. M. M. D., No. 6. Feb. 14, 1918.) 

REPORT OF SICK AND WOUNDED., 

457. The report of sick and wounded comprises, (1) the report sheet (Form 51), which pro- 
vides for general information and numerical tabulations concerning the command and the civilians 
therewith; (2) the nominal check list (Forms 51a and 516) for a chronological list of cases regis- 
tered; (3) the report cards (Form 52) for details of the several cases. 

458. Subject to exceptions similar to those indicated in paragraph 427, this report is required 
monthly from every military post and separate command which is attended by a medical officer 
or civilian physician. It will be rendered separately for regular and volunteer troops, that of 
regulars to embrace all data pertaining to civilians. It will be forwarded before the fifth day of 
the next succeeding month as follows: From a general hospital or other independent post or 
command direct to the Surgeon General, unless otherwise ordered by him; from a transoceanic 
Army transport to the medical superintendent of the transport service at the transport's home 
port, for transmittal to the Surgeon General; and from any other organization or hospital to the 
department surgeon for like transmittal. 

(a) When a hospital is closed or a command is discontinued a report covering the unreported 
period of service, giving the beginning and the end thereof, will in like manner be forwarded 
within five days thereafter. 

(6) If there has been no case on sick report, either remaining from last report or admitted 
during the month. Form 51 will nevertheless be forwarded. It will give the name and strength 
of the command, etc., with such remarks as may be deemed of interest to the department surgeon 
or the Surgeon General. 

459. All births and marriages occurring at the post or with the command and all deaths among 
the civilians with the command will be recorded on the report of sick and wounded under the 
heading "Births, marriages, and deaths." 

460. A report card is required for every case registered during the month, and if the case is 
not completed until a subsequent month a second report card will be forwarded with the report 
for the month during which it is completed. With the report for December, report cards will be 
forwarded also for all cases remaining December 31 which were registered previous to December. 

(a) A duplicate of the report sheet and of the nominal list will be retained with the medical 
records of the post or command. At a permanent post the duplicate report sheets will be filed in 
and form a part of its medical history. (See par. 412.) 

(6) The senior medical officer will fill in and sign the certificate at the foot of the first page of 
the report sheet. (See par. 400.) The report cards will be initialed as provided in paragraph 435 
for register cards. If there is neither medical officer nor civilian physician with the command when 
the report is to be made, the officer in charge of the property of the hospital will make the report 
over his own signature and initial the cards. (C. M. M. D., No. 6. Feb. 14, 1918.) 

461. Reports of sick and wounded received by a department surgeon will be promptly subjected 
to a critical examination, and such memoranda taken therefrom as he may need for the purposes 
of his office. Should he find the papers correct, he will forward them at once by informal indorse- 
ment, e. g., dating stamp on the report sheet, to the Surgeon General. Should he find any errors 
therein, he will immediately by letter to the responsible surgeon call attention to the same and 
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direct the necessary action for their correction. He will not, however, detain the papers in his 
office awaiting correction, but will as in the other event forward them at once to the Surgeon General 
in like manner with a copy of his letter in the premises. The surgeon should reply to the depart- 
mentsurgeon's letter by indorsement thereon. (See also pars. 402, 463, and 464.) After the reply 
has been noted by the department surgeon it will be forwarded without delay to the Surgeon 
General. 

CORRECTIONS OP AND ADDITIONS TO REPORT CARDS AFTER THEIR RENDITION. 

462. Rescinded. (C. M. M. D., No. 6.) 

463. When the diagnosis is changed, or a complication or intercurrent disability is noted, or 
other corrections or alterations are made on the register card of a remaining case before its comple- 
tion (par. 430) and after the first report card of the case has been forwarded, a new card, signed by 
the senior medical officer, marked "Correction card " in the upper margin of the front of the card, 
indicating plainly what the changes, corrections, or alterations are, will be forwarded with the next 
ensuing monthly report: Provided, That when the case is completed upon the next ensuing monthly 
report the card required upon the completion of the case under paragraph 460 will be sufficient, 
and a separate correction card will not be forwarded, but every variance from the first report card 
of the case will be explained by the term "corrected entry " noted on the back with proper refer- 
ence for connecting the record as indicated in paragraph 4 34a. (C. M. M. D., ISTo. 6.) 

464. When the register card of a completed case is altered under paragraph 436a after its final 
report card has been rendered, a correction card similarly marked and signed by the senior medical 
officer, showing plainly all the alterations, will be immediately forwarded to the Surgeon General 
through the usual channel. When a supplemental card is filed with the register card of a completed 
case conformably to paragraph 436a, a full and exact copy thereof marked "Transcript of supple- 
mental card " in the upper margin on the front of the card will be at once forwarded likewise. (C. 
M. M. D., No. 6. Feb. 14, 1918.) 

* * * # # ■* * 

RECORDS OF SICK AND WOUNDED. 

567. During and after an engagement diagnosis tags will be attached to all wounded and dead 
as soon as practicable. They will be made out in duplicate. 

568. In the case of wounded the primary purpose of the tag is to advise the medical officers 
under whose observation the wounded successively come of the treatment previously given at the 
several points of relief on the field or on the way to the rear. 

569. The tag will be made out by the first medical officer or member of the Hospital Corps who 
treats the man previous to admission to a hospital on the line of communications. (It is unneces- 
sary to tag a patient who is admitted to a hospital on the line of communications without having 
been previously tagged.) If the patient is badly hurt, the identification tag may be utilized to 
obtain the necessary information concerning his name, rank, etc. The original diagnosis tag will 
be attached to the patient's clothing. 

570. The dead found on the field will be tagged in each case by the Medical Department troops 
who first reach the body, in order that other medical personnel may not lose time examining it. 
The tag will be attached to the clothing of the deceased. 

571. The duplicates of the diagnosis tags will be disposed of as follows: 

(a) Those made out by the sanitary personnel of an organization for the officers and soldiers 
of their own command will be retained by the surgeon until disposed of as provided in paragraph 574. 

(6) Those made out for officers and soldiers of other commands will be transmitted as soon as 
possible after the close of each day of an engagement to the division surgeon, accompanied by 
the check list directed to be sent to that officer by paragraph 579. 

572. The original tags will bo disposed of as follows: 

(a) Those of wounded who are returned from aid stations to the firing line without going 
farther to the rear will be removed and retained by the regimental surgeon. 

(6) Those of wounded who are returned to their organizations direct from dressing stations 
(par. 682) or from the station for slightly wounded (par. 714a) will be removed upon their reporting 
for duty and be turned over to the surgeons of their several organizations, respectively. 

(c) Those of wounded who are admitted to a field hospital and retained there for definitive 
treatment will be removed and forwarded to the division surgeon. If the patients are subsequently 
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transferred to the line of communications, they will not be retagged, but will be accompanied by 
transfer lists in regular form (par. 583). 

(d) Those of wounded who are being evacuated from the zone of the advance will not be 
disturbed until the patients are admitted to hospital on the line of communications, when the 
tags will be removed, stamped with the name of the admitting hospital, and the date of receipt of 
the patient, and forwarded immediately to the division surgeon of the division to which the 
wounded belong. 

(e) Those of wounded who die while in transit from the field to hospital (the death in each 
case being noted on the tag as required by the printed instructions in the tag book), and the tags 
attached to the dead found on the field, will be removed when the bodies are prepared for 
interment or equivalent disposal, and will lie sent likewise to the division surgeon. 

573. The division surgeon will cause the tags received by him in compliance with paragraphs 
571 and 572 to bo distributed without delay to the senior medical officers of the commands to 
which the men tagged belong, so that they may lie available in accounting for officers or soldiers 
who would otherwise be carried as missing on the returns of their organizations. 

574. Having served their purpose in completing the records of the organizations, all the tags, 
both originals and duplicates, will be forwarded with the next periodical lists of sick and wounded 
therefrom. 

575. The register of patients prescribed by paragraph 427 and the monthly report of sick and 
wounded by paragraph 45S are not required from mobile troops or commands in the theater of 
operations. In lieu thereof a record or list of the sick and wounded with every mobile command 
in the theater of operations which is accompanied by a medical officer will be kept day by day 
by such officer on Form 53, as directed in the following paragraphs and in the instructions printed 
on the form. Field hospitals immobilized and acting as camp hospitals, evacuation hospitals, 
base hospitals, supply depots, contagious-disease hospitals, field laboratories, and other similar 
sanitary formations will not be regarded as mobile units within the meaning of this paragraph, 
hut will keep the register of patients and render monthly reports of sick and wounded in accordance 
with the regular rule. 

576. The list of sick and wounded will contain a record of the following cases: 

(a) Every officer, soldier, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, or member of 
the Xurse Corps with the command who is excused from duty on account of sickness or injury, 
or who receives a wound of any character in action whether it involves excuse from duty or not. 

(b) Every officer, soldier, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, or member of 
the Xurse Corps with the command, not currently on the list, who is sent to another command or 
place for observation or treatment. 

(c) Every officer, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, or member of the Xurse 
Corps not currently on the list who departs from the command on sick leave. 

(d) Every officer, soldier, Army field clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, or member of 
the Xurse Corps with the command, not currently on the list, who is retired, or discharged for 
disability, or dies; and every civilian with the command who dies. (C. M. M. D. Xo. 8.) 

577. In determining the cases to be entered on the list of sick and wounded under the 
provisions of paragraph 576, officers, soldiers, Army field clerks, field clerks, Quartermaster Corps, 
and members of the Xurse Corps who are killed or wounded in action will be considered as with 
the command by whose sanitary personnel they are tagged. The names of such persons will 
therefore not necessarily appear on the list of sick and wounded of their own organization. (See 
par. 579a.) (C. M. M. D. Xo. 8.) 

578. Except as provided in paragraph 580, the list of sick and wounded will be made in 
duplicate, and at the end of the month covered by it the original thereof will be forwarded through 
medical channels to the Surgeon General. The duplicate will be retained. 

579. After the close of each day of an engagement the casualties resulting from the action will 
be entered on the monthly list of sick and wounded in two groups, first those suffered by the per- 
sonnel of the organization making the list, second those occurring among the personnel of other 
organizations. An extra carbon copy of that portion of the list containing entries of the first group 
will be made and sent immediately to the organization commander to enable him to prepare his 
return of casualties (Form 149, A. G. O.) or, if preferred, the extra carbon copy for the organization 
commander may be made on Form 149 direct, as the size and ruling of the two forms are similar. 
An extra carbon copy of that portion of the list containing entries of the second group will be made 
in like manner and immediately sent to the division surgeon in order that there may be at the 
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headquarters of the division a check upon the names of men reported as missing in the casualty 
returns of the organizations to which they belong. 

(a) In entering on the list of sick and wounded the casualties resulting from an engagement there 
should be included only those cases which have not been previously tagged by members of other 
organizations and in the case of field hospitals those retained for definitive treatment (par. 512c), 
except that all cases transferred to the line of communications should be recorded by the organi- 
zation transferring them in order that there may be a record within the division of the final dispo- 
sition of such cases. (See par. 577.) 

580. Stations for slightly wounded will make a single copy of the list of sick and wounded. 
At the end of each day and when the station is closed the list will be sent at once to the division 
surgeon. 

581. Evacuation ambulance companies should include in their list of sick and wounded only 
such cases as pertain to their own personnel and such cases as may, under exceptional circum- 
stances, fall into their hands without having been previously tagged by other sanitary formations. 

582. Hospital trains and hospital ships make complete lists in regular monthly form only of 
cases occurring among their own personnel and, in the case of a hospital ship, of cases admitted 
thereto for definitive treatment. 

583. Where patients are transferred from mobile organizations at the front to the line of com- 
munications a nominal list of them should if practicable be prepared in duplicate by the trans- 
ferring officer, the original of which should be receipted and returned to him by the receiving 
officer. Extra carbon copies of so much as may be pertinent of the transferring officer's regular list 
on Form 53 may be made for this purpose. Transfers from camp hospitals in the zone of the advance, 
should there be any such, will be accomplished by regular transfer cards (par. 575). 

(a) The duplicates of the nominal lists mentioned, or the transfer cards as the case may be, 
furnished as above to an evacuation ambulance company, will be turned over to the evacuation 
hospital or other sanitary formation to which it delivers the patients. Similar disposition will be 
made by a hospital train or hospital ship of the nominal lists or transfer cards received by it. 

584. Should a hospital train or hospital ship receive patients unaccompanied by nominal lists 
or transfer cards, the commanding officer of the train or ship will as soon as practicable prepare a 
nominal list of such patients on Form 53 (separate and apart from his regular monthly list of sick 
and wounded) for disposition as above provided. Should the preparation of such a list be imprac- 
ticable, he will list the patients who seem to be in clanger of death so as to be able, if death occurs, 
to report the necessary details. 

(a) Should any of the cases be lost en route by death, capture, etc., he will without delay 
report the cases so lost, giving the date and nature of the loss, to the surgeon, base group, or if the 
movement of the sick and wounded is under the immediate direction of the Surgeon General, 
direct to him, forwarding with such report the transfer cards (if any have been received) of the 
patients so lost. 

(b) In the case of sick and wounded necessarily left at a hospital other than the one designated 
to receive them, their transfer cards, or a nominal list, as the case may be, will be left with the 
commanding officer of such hospital, and a similar report of the patients so disposed of will be made 
at once. 



II. SICK AND WOUNDED REPORTS FOR THE AMERICAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCES.

The following reports and returns of sick and wounded and methods of preparing the same 
are prescribed for the American Expeditionary Forces. All paragraphs of the Manual for the 
Medical Department dealing with the heretofore existing methods of reporting sick and wounded 
in conflict with these instructions are suspended.

I. FORMS. 

(a) Diagnosis tag. 

(b) Daily report of casualties and changes (Form No. 4, A. G. 0., S. D., A. E. F.). 

(c) Daily report of casualties and changes of patients in hospital (Form No. 22, A. G. 0., S. D., 
A. E. F.). 

(<f) Field medical card and envelope (Form No. 1, M. D., A. E. F.). 

(c) Register card (Form No. 52, M. D., IT. S. A.), to be used as a combination index record 
card and as a report for completed cases only. 

II. DIAGNOSIS TAG. 

1. Diagnosis tag will be used by the medical personnel in the trenches, at battalion aid sta- 
tions, regimental aid stations, and regimental infirmaries, also by attending surgeons and others 
without hospitalization facilities (ambulance companies and hospital trains). 

2. In the trenches the tag will be attached, as soon as practicable, to the clothing of all wounded 
and dead. If the patient is seriously wounded the metal identification tag may be utilized to 
obtain the necessary information as to name, rank, etc. 

3. The dead found on the field will be tagged in each case by the medical officer or member 
of the Hospital Corps who first reaches the body, in order that other medical personnel may not 
waste time examining them. For the information of the Graves Registration Service, Q. M. C, 
the original tags will remain on the body. 

4. When used by regimental infirmaries, attending surgeons, surgeons of ambulance com- 
panies, and others without hospital facilities, the original tag corresponds to a transfer card and 
will be attached to all patients who are transferred to hospitals for further treatment. 

5. The duplicate tag will bo used as an aid to the regimental surgeon in making up his daily 
report of casualties (Form No. 4, A. G. O., S. D., A. E. F.). They must not be torn from the 
book. Book containing duplicates will be forwarded direct to the Chief Surgeon's Office, A. E. F., 
as soon as the last tag is used. 

6. The original tag will be removed, when the field medical card is started, and placed in the 
field medical card envelope, constituting a part of the soldier's sick record. 

7. If the soldier is returned to duty from the regimental aid station, battalion aid station, 
dressing station, without admission to a hospital, the original tag is of no further value and should 
be destroyed. 

8. If the patient dies en route from the trenches to a regimental or battalion aid station, dress- 
ing station, or hospital, the time and place of death and the hospital where the patient was deliv- 
ered will be entered on the back of the tag under the heading, "Supplemental Record. " If the 
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body is otherwise disposed of, the proper entry will be made in this space. The tag will be deliv- 
ered promptly to the formation to which the patient was destined, and the responsible medical 
officer of that formation will forward it to the Chief Surgeon, A. E. F. 

9. For all deaths not occurring in action, in hospitals, or en route to hospitals a written report 
to the Chief Surgeon's Office will be made promptly by the medical officer under whose observation 
the case comes. 

HI. INSTRUCTIONS FOR FILLING IN DIAGNOSIS TAG. 

1. Diagnosis. — Under ''diagnosis" note essential facts concerning the character of the disease. 
The general term " pyodermia " may be used to include furuncle, carbuncle, abscess of skin, derma- 
titis, ecthyma, impetigo, paronychia, and ulcer. 

2. In case of wounds or injuries, the terms ''battle casualty," "willfully self-inflicted, " or 
''accidental" will be used, according to the circumstances. 

3. The general term "gunshot wound" may be used for all wounds or injuries caused by 
flying missiles propelled by an explosive gas, such as shell fragments, shrapnel, bomb, etc. 

4. For bayonet, lance, or sword wounds, or burns, the agent will be specified. 

5. The location of wounds will be stated, using the following regional nomenclature : Abdomen, 
chest, back, buttock, thigh, leg, foot, toe, shoulder, arm, forearm, hand, finger, face, scalp, head, 
neck, spine, perineum, genital organs. Side affected -will be specified in each case. Where sev- 
eral wounds exist the general term "multiple" may be used instead of itemizing the regions. 

6. For local injuries, such as burns, bruises, contusions, or dislocations, the organ or part affected 
will be specified when the name of the morbid condition fails to indicate it. 

7. In gas cases specify the gas, and state whether the casualty was caused by inhalation of gas, 
use of food or water which has been poisoned by gas, or by surface contact. 

8. For all other traumatisms the location, nature, and causative agent will be given. 

9. Whenever fracture, serious hemorrhage, or surgical shock are complications the fact will be 
stated. Fractures will be designated as simple, compound, or comminuted. 

10. "Slight" or "severe" will be stated according to circumstances. Sample diagnosis: 
"G. S. W., battle, severe, right thigh, fracture, comminuted, right femur." 

11. In cases of death the words "killed in action," if applicable, must be used. If death was 
suicidal, accidental, homicidal, or judicial, the fact will be entered in addition to the cause of 
death. 

12. "In action" may lie construed to mean all wounds or deaths resulting through direct acts 
of the enemy or occurring in actions in which hostile forces, regardless of their numbers, are engaged 
in physical combat with each other. 

The term includes aerial and submarine attacks, wherever they occur, and cases of soldiers 
wounded or killed in their own barrage. No wounds or deaths occurring in training camps will be 
considered "inaction." 

13. Treatment. — Under "treatment" note the dose and time of administration of morphine 
and antitetanic serum. 

14. When a splint or tourniquet has been applied that fact should be stated. 

15. Time and date of application of tourniquet should be specified. 

16. If subsequent operation or treatment is urgent, the word "URGENT" will lie added in 
large letters. 

IV. DAILY REPORT OF CASUALTIES AND CHANGES (FORM NO. 4, A. G. O., S. D., A. E. F.). 

1. All surgeons required to use diagnosis tags will also keep a Form No. 4, A. G. O., S. D., 
A. E. F., entries on which will be made daily. 

2. This daily report of casualties and changes will contain name, rank, organization, and a 
brief diagnosis, which data are to be taken from the duplicate diagnosis tags. 

3. Hospitals will keep a daily report of casualties and changes among their personnel only. 

4. The daily report of casualties and changes will be used as an aid in tracing the sick and 
wounded and to aid the statistical officer in completing his reports. 

5. In determining the cases to be entered, officers and soldiers who are killed in action will be 
considered as with the command by whose sanitary personnel they were tagged. The names of 
such officers or soldiers will, therefore, not necessarily appear on the daily report of casualties and 
changes of their own organization. 
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6. In entering on the daily report of casualties and changes the casualties resulting from an 
engagement, there should be included only cases which have not been previously tagged by mem- 
bers of other organizations. 

7. The daily report of casualties and changes will be retained by the surgeon making it out 
and no copy is required to be forwarded to the Chief Surgeon's office. 

V. DAILY REPORT OF CASUALTIES AND CHANGES OP PATIENTS IN HOSPITAL (FORM NO. 22, A. O. O., 

S. D., A. E. F.). 

1. At all hospitals five copies of the daily report of casualties and changes of patients in hos- 
pital (Form No. 22, A. G. O., S. D., A. E. F.) will be made. One copy will be retained, two 
copies forwarded to statistical officer attached to headquarters to which reports are made, and two 
sent to the Chief Surgeon, A. E. F. 

2. The following directions for preparing daily casualty roll will govern: 

(a) All information to be grouped in the following order, writing the proper heading across 
the page: 

First heading: Admissions. — Give "source from which received, line of duty, own misconduct." 
(Ambulance or hospital trains will not be considered as source of admissions.) 

Second heading: Change of diagnosis. — Important changesonly. "From 

To " 

Third heading: Death. — State whether from wounds in action, line of duty, own misconduct. 

Fourth heading: Discharge from hospital. — Return to duty or United States. (In former case 
specify where sent.) 

Fifth heading: Transfer to other hospitals. — (Give name of hospital to which transferred.) 

Sixth heading: Such other information as is required by instructions on form. 

(6) All cases falling under each heading are to be grouped under that heading. For example, 
in the case of a patient admitted and discharged on the same day, his admission will be grouped 
with other admissions, his discharge with other discharges. 

(c) Diagnosis to be given for each case under each heading. It should be the first entry 
under column "Casualties and changes." 

(d) Diagnosis will include nature of disease, injury, or wound. 

VI. FIELD MEDICAL CARD (FORM 1, M. D., A. E. F.). 

1. The purpose of the field medical card is to advise medical officers, under whose observation 
the wounded successively come, of the treatment previously given at the several points of relief, 
in the field or on the way to the rear, and to act as a transfer card. The clinical data called for 
should be brief and comprehensive. 

2. It will be started at the dressing station, field hospital, evacuation hospital, camp hospital, 
base hospital, or general hospital, depending on to which one the patient was first admitted, and it 
will accompany the patient, attached to his clothing, until his case is finally disposed of. 

3. When the field medical card is started, the diagnosis tag will be utilized to obtain any 
necessary information concerning name, rank, etc., of the patient, the diagnosis and other per- 
tinent data with reference to previous treatment. If inaccurate or incomplete information is 
given on the tag, the proper modification will be made on the field medical card. Where circum- 
stances preclude full diagnoses, and the patient is to be transferred to the rear, only brief diag- 
noses are required; with this exception, the diagnoses will conform to the nomenclature of disease 
and affections. 

4. Each organization will take proper care to record correctly all data called for on the medical 
card. Where space is lacking for an entry under its designation, the entry may be made on the 
back of the field medical card, reference being made to it by an asterisk (*). 

5. All entries made by medical officers should be authenticated by their signature at the 
bottom of the space. In cases where the full name appears once on the card initials may be used 
for subsequent entries. 

6. Upon the completion of the case the field medical card, envelope, and diagnosis tag will 
be forwarded with a report card to the Chief Surgeon of the American Expeditionary Forces, in 
compliance with Section XI, except that for cases transferred to the United States field envelope 
and contents will accompany the patient. 

7. History cards or sheets, laboratory and X-ray blanks that may be of importance, will be 
forwarded in the envelope with the field medical card. 
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VII. FIELD MEDICAL ENVELOPE (FORM NO. 2, M. D., A. E. F.). 

1. The field medical envelope is an invoice sheet for the individual case. It should be accu- 
rately made out and should always be securely tied to the clothing of the patient over the sternum. 
In it will be placed all papers concerning the patient. 

2. Motor ambulance convoys and hospital trains will take proper care to record special treat- 
ment, including the dose and time of administration of morphine, in the space allotted to such 
organizations. 

3. Where space is lacking for any entry under its designation, the entry will be made on the 
back of the envelope, reference being made to it by an asterisk (*). 

VIII. TRANSFER CARDS. 

1. For cases actually delivered to transport surgeons for return to the United States, a transfer 
card identical with the report card, but having in addition the words "Transfer card" written 
across the top, will be sent with the patient. 

IX. REGISTER INDEX CARD AND REPORT CARD (FORM NO. 52, M. D., U. S. A.). 

1. Register index card (Form No. 52) will be made at all hospitals upon admission of the case, 
and will show the data entered on the field medical card. 

2. In case the patient is transferred to another hospital, the register card as originally made 
out will be retained as a record and as an aid in tracing patients or answering inquiries. 

3. A register index card will be made for every person admitted to the hospital for treatment, 
and for every officer and enlisted man with the command, not currently on the register, who dies. 

4. The register index cards will be made day by day as the cases are admitted, and it is sug- 
gested that separate files be kept for patients still in hospital, for those transferred to other hospitals 
and for completed cases. The files should be arranged in dictionary order according to the sur- 
names of the patients. 

5. Alterations and additions to the register cards of completed cases will be authenticated by 
the medical officer making the alteration. 

6. If the case is completed in the sense of paragraph 11 of this section, the register card will 
be completely filled in and a duplicate made which will be known as the "Report card. " 

7. Officers or enlisted personnel of the United States Navy or Marine Corps, members of the 
Army Nurse Corps, civilians attached to the American Expeditionary Forces, and prisoners of 
war, admitted to A. E. F. hospitals, shall be reported in the same manner as military patients 
from the American Expeditionary Forces. No report card to be made out for cases from the native 
civilian population or military patients of the allied forces. 

8. The cards will be legibly written in indelible black ink, using the typewriter when prac- 
ticable. 

9. Entries must not bo crowded. When the space provided on the front of the card under 
any heading is not sufficient to complete an entry, the record thereof will be continued on the 
back of the card, or, if still more space is required, upon an extension slip. The extension slip 
must be of the same size as the card, and be pasted to the lower margin of the back of the card, 
using about one-half an inch of the seam; this will place the seam at the top of the card when the 
latter is filled. When an entry is continued its two parts should be connected by cross references, 
using a small letter in parentheses, thus (a), so that the record can be readily followed. 

10. Change of diagnosis will be made in the space "Complications, seq., etc.," giving the 
date of the change. The original diagnosis under "Cause of admission" will not be altered. 

11. Report cards will be made at field hospitals, camp hospitals, base hospitals, general hos- 
pitals, and evacuation hospitals, for completed cases only — -meaning cases returned to duty, 
retired, resigned, or discharged from the service, deserted, returned to the United States or died, 
or, in other words, all cases closed and not to be treated by other units of the A. E. F. 

12. Such history and clinical records as may be necessary, including laboratory and X-ray 
blanks, will be made and retained as hospital records or forwarded with the patient on transfer 
to another hospital as indicated in Section VI, paragraph 7. 
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X. DIRECTIONS FOR PREPARING REGISTER CARDS. 

1. Name. — -The name should be correctly and legibly written, giving first name and surname 
in full; initial or abbreviation may be used for middle name only. 

2. Rank, company and regiment or staff corps (for rank, etc., the usual abbreviations may 
be employed). Changes in the patient's rank, company, or regiment while his case is current on 
register will be recorded in this space, giving dates of changes. 

3. Civilians and nurses should be designated as such under heading "Rank." Members of 
the naval and marine forces or prisoners of war, if patients, should be designated as such under 
the proper heading. 

4. Age, years. — The age at birthday nearest to date admitted is required. 

5. Race.— Use" W, " "B," "Y," "R," "O, " meaning "white, " "black, " "yellow, " "red," 
and "others." 

6. Nativity. — Place of birth; give State, if a native; country, if foreign. Usual abbreviation. 

7. Service, years. — Give length of service to date of admission, in years and twelfths, whether 
continuous or not. 

8. The register number will be omitted and the identification number of a soldier will be 
entered in its stead. 

9. Under "Date of admission," give the day, month, and year which the data on the field 
medical card or diagnosis tag indicate was his first admission to a medical formation. This applies 
also to patients transferred to American hospitals from hospitals of the Allies. 

10. Cause of admission (see Sec. XVII). — Give the name of the disease and its location if it 
is localized; or, in case of injury, its cause, location, character, and severity, with the attending 
circumstances, date of occurrence and nature of missile, weapon or other producing agent. When 
the patient has two or more diseases or injuries at the time of admission, each of them will be 
recorded under this head. Should the original disability, or, if there is more than one, should 
any of them, be cured before the final disposition of the patient, the fact and date of such cure 
will also be stated in this space. 

11. The original diagnosis as set forth on diagnosis tag and field medical card should be used 
invariably, except where such terms as "not yet diagnosed" or "unknown" are used. In these 
cases the earliest definite diagnosis should be adopted. (For subsequent changes of diagnosis see 
Sec. IX, pars. 5 and 10.) The following exceptions to the provisions of the preceding paragraph 
must be made: 

(a) When the original case has been completed, the patient discharged from hospital and is 
later readmitted for reconstruction, the word "reconstruction" should be entered in this space, 
stating definitely the defect. 

(6) When the original admission is for operation to cure or correct a congenital or other defect , 
as, for example, hammer-toe or phimosis, the purpose to operate is the cause of admission and 
should be so recorded by the words "for operation," indicating the defect in brackets. 

12. In line of duty. — Herein will be recorded, in the case of every officer or enlisted man on 
the active list, and of every officer and enlisted man on the retired list who is for the time serving 
under an assignment to active duty, the opinion of the medical officer, based on a full considera- 
tion of all the facts, as to whether the cause of admission was incurred in the line of duty, it being 
understood that the entry relates to the immediate cause of admission, and not to the remote cause. 
If the patient has two or more diseases or injuries at the time of admission, an opinion as to line of 
duty will be separately recorded for each. In forming and recording his opinion on this point 
the medical officer will be guided by the following instructions: 

(a) All diseases or injuries from which an officer or enlisted man suffers while in the military 
service of the United States may be assumed to have occurred in the line of duty, unless the sur- 
geon knows: First, that the disease or injury existed before entering the service; second, that it 
was contracted while absent from duty without permission; third, that it occurred in consequence 
of willful neglect or immoral conduct of the man himself; or, fourth, where the injury is self-inflicted. 
When the patient is admitted for an operation or procedure which is designed to improve his physi- 
cal fitness or efficiency for the military service, such operation or procedure will be recorded as in 
the line of duty, without reference to the fact whether the condition to be remedied originated in 
the line of duty or not, provided that the primary cause is not the result of the patient's own 
misconduct. 
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(5) When a soldier is disabled while absent with leave, the question of line of duty must be 
determined by the circumstances attending the incurrence of the disability, but the fact of being 
so absent should be stated. 

(c) When a medical officer expresses the opinion that an injury occurring during athletic 
sports, properly indulged in, was received in the line of duty, the opinion is accepted by the 
Surgeon General as satisfactory and final. 

(d) In all cases in which the opinion is expressed by "no," and in cases of venereal diseases 
by "yes," the circumstances attending the incidence of the disability, and on which the opinion 
is based, should be stated under the diagnosis. 

13. Complications, seq., etc. — Herein will be recorded complications and intercurrent diseases 
appearing subsequent to admission, surgical operations, and changes of diagnosis. The date will 
be given in each instance. 

(a) When the intercurrent disability subsequently appearing is in no way dependent on the 
primary affection, the medical officer will record in this place his opinion as to whether it originated 
in the line of duty, with such explanatory remarks as may be necessary. Should it be cured before 
the final disposition of the patient the fact and date of cure will also be recorded here. 

(6) Upon recording a change of diagnosis the medical ollicer will also record in this space his 
opinion whether the disability as diagnosed by him originated in the line of duty, with appro- 
priate explanatory remarks when necessary. 

(c) In recording a surgical operation its character will be briefly described, giving the com- 
monly accepted name for it. The word "operation" alone is not sufficient. In every case note 
should be made of the anesthetic used, and of the time intervening between the onset of the disease, 
or the receipt of the injury, and the performance of the operation. If surgical shock preceded or 
followed operation, that fact should be stated. 

14. Disposition. — Under "disposition," record the completion of the case by entry specifying 
the method of its completion. All cases are completed by return to duty, death, desertion, retire- 
ment, resignation, dismissal, discharge from the service, return to the United States, or by depar- 
ture from the hospital on ordinary or sick leave or furlough. 

(a) In the latter case a statement as to whether the cure was complete or not will be made on 
the card, and should the patient resume the status of sick upon return from leave or furlough the 
case will be registered anew. 

(6) In case of death, the fact of death, and the result of the autopsy, if one was held, will be 
recorded in this space; also, if the death was due to the cause of admission, the general, determining 
and all contributing causes thereof, and a statement whether the cause of death originated in the 
service and in the line of duty, with an explanation of the circumstances upon which the opinion, 
if negative, is based. Should the cause of death in any case be unknown, a brief note of circum- 
stances that throw light upon the subj"ect will be entered. In case of suicide the cause or causes 
which led to the act will be stated. 

(c) In case of retirement or discharge on account of wounds or disease, the fact of retirement 
or discharge on such account, and the degree of the disability will be recorded under this head; 
also, if the wound or disease for which retired or discharged was not the cause of admission, the 
same will be fully described and statement recorded whether it originated in the line of duty. 
When the opinion expressed is "no," the circumstances attending the incidence of the disability 
and on which the negative opinion is based should be recorded. 

(d) The cases of patients who are retired from active service, or wholly retired or discharged 
from the service, by order, sentence, operation of law, or expiration of term, should be completed 
by entry specifying such fact; and a statement should be made of the degree of disability due to 
the complaint for which the individual was under treatment at the time of his separation from the 
service, unless it was unquestionably not received in the line of duty. 

(«) The cases of officer patients who depart from the hospital or command in obedience to 
orders to proceed to the United States and await retirement will be completed upon such departure 
by recording the fact thereof and its date. 

(f) When the disease or injury causing death or discharge has been aggravated by the willful 
and persistent refusal of the patient to submit to such reasonable restrictions, methods of treatment, 
or surgical operations as would, in the opinion of the medical officer, have conduced to the cure 
or to the lessening of the disability, the fact shoidd be noted. 

(g) When a patient is returned to duty the entry, "duty," will suffice, the cure being assumed 
to be complete, unless a statement to the contrary is entered. 
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(h) Desertion is final disposition of the case, and the card should be completed accordingly. 
Should the deserter come again under military control and resume the status of sick, a new card 
will be made for him as for a new case, conformably to the general rule. 

15. Date of disposition. — Give day, month, and year of disposition. Figures should not be 
used to designate months. In all cases returned to the United States for disposition on certificate 
of disability, the date of embarkation will be recorded. 

16. Name of hospital, etc. — Enter in this space on every register card the designation of the 
hospital or medical formation to which the register pertains. Spaces 10 and 20 ("Sent with report 
of S. and W. for the month of " and "from") will not bo filled out on the register card. 

17. Classification. — Spaces 22, 23, 24, and 25, at the bottom of the face of the card are for the 
use of the Surgeon General's Office only, and will not be filled out on the register or report cards. 

18. Space 26, "Days of treatment in current case," on back of card, will be filled out month 
by month on the register card, extending the table as may be necessary for cases remaining from 
one year to another. The day of admission will be counted as a day of treatment in every case. 
The day of completion of the case will not be counted as a day of treatment. 

XI. REPORT OP SICK AND WOUNDED. 

1. The report of sick and wounded will be composed of the nominal check list (Forms 51-A 
and 51-B), and report cards (Form 52), field envelope and contents, for all cases completed during 
the month in the sense of Section IX, paragraph 11, except for cases transferred to the United 
States. (See Sec. VIII.) Columns under headings. "Register No." and "Month completed" 
(Forms 51-A and 51-B) will not be made out. Entries under "Name" will be made in dictionary- 
order. 

2. The report will bo submitted by all hospitals, and forwarded before the fifth day of the next 
succeeding month to the Chief Surgeon, A. E. F., direct. 

3. Whenever practicable, courier service or other safe and rapid means should be used. 

4. Great care will be exercised to see that the report is accurate in every detail. 

5. The senior medical officer is responsible for the correctness and safe-keeping of the register. 
He will personally initial all report cards completed during the period of his responsibility, or he 
may designate one or more junior medical officers to initial them, preferably the officer in attendance. 

XIV. A. E. F. PATIENTS TREATED IN FRENCH MEDICAL FORMATIONS. 

1. For all patients of the A. E. F. received by A. E. F. hospitals from French medical forma- 
tions, translation shall be made of the French records and the data entered on the regular A. E. F- 
forms. Thenceforth the case will be treated for the purpose of record and report as if it had already 
been in an American formation. 

2. The French Service de Sant6 has been requested to evacuate all American patients to 
A. E. F. base hospitals as soon as transfer can be made without risk to the patient. If, for any 
reason, the transfer of such a patient necessitates the presence of a nurse or attendant, the surgeon 
of the American hospital will send the necessary attendants and transportation (ambulances) 
upon request of the medecin-chef of the French formation in order to insure the transfer in a satis- 
factory manner. 

3. All clothes and other property of American soldiers who die in French sanitary formations 
or hospitals will be sent to the "Bureau de Pensions," who will transmit them to the nearest 
American effects depot. 

XV. A. E. F. PATIENTS TREATED IN BRITISH HOSPITALS IN FRANCE. 

1. For A. E. F. patients received from British medical formations the British field medical 
card and envelope will be utilized in place of the A. E. F. forms, and the case will be treated 
lor record and report as if it had always been in A. E. F. formations. United States base hos- 
pital units serving with the British in France will forward the British field medical card, etc., 
together with the report card, for all A. E. F. cases completed in those units. 

2. For cases transferred from United States base hospital units serving with the British to 
A. E. F. hospitals, the British field medical card, etc., will accompany the patient to such hos- 
pital. The same shall be true in the case of a patient transferred to British hospitals in France or 
Kngland. 

Paragraphs omitted deal with subjects not under consideration.

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XVI. ALLIED PATIENTS IN A. E. F. HOSPITALS. 

1. The procedure for rases of the Allies admitted to A. E. F. hospitals will be the same as that 
for our own patients, with the following exceptions: 

(0) Where the patient has previously been handled by Allied formations, diagnosis tag, field 
medical card, etc., of the A. E. F. will not be substituted for the ones already used. 

(6) Each month a report of casualties and changes will be sent to the Chief Surgeon's office, 
A. E. F., giving name, rank, organization, diagnosis, date of admission, and date of disposition, 
if any has been made. 

2. French patients who may be hospitalized in American sanitary formations will be evacu- 
ated to the nearest French hospital as soon as their transfer can be made without risk. The evac- 
uation will take place without any formalities, other than a previous understanding on the subject 
with the medecin-chef of the French hospital. If the case is evacuated, all medical and surgical 
documents which may be useful to the French will follow the patient. 

3. All clothes and other property of French soldiers who die in American sanitary formations 
or hospitals will be sent to the "Bureau des Successions," 1 Rue Lacretelle, Paris. 

4. If the case of a French soldier is completed in an A. E. F. base hospital, the medical data 
pertaining to the patient will be turned over to the French representative with the unit, or where 
no such representative has been appointed, will be sent to the Chief Surgeon's office, with the 
nominal roll. 

XVII. NOMENCLATURE OF DISEASES AND AFFECTIONS AND RULES FOR RECORDING DISABILITIES. 

1. Disease and injuries will, so far as practicable, be recorded on the register in accordance 
with the following table of diagnostic terms. » The table is not intended to prescribe a hard and 
fast rule, to be literally complied with in every particular, but rather to furnish a guide which 
in practice should be substantially followed. When diseases or injuries occur for which no terms 
are furnished in the table, or for which the terms furnished are general in character, they will 
be recorded under such scientific terms commonly applied to them by the profession as will briefly 
and accurately describe them. 

(a) The letter L in parentheses following a term indicates that the location of the disability 
must be recorded ; the letter C its cause; and the letter V its variety. 

2. The following special requirements will be observed: 

(a) Pathological lesions should be recorded rather than their symptoms. 

(6) In all cases in which the cause of admission is a local manifestation of a general affection 
the character and locality of the one and the nature of the other should be stated. 

(c) The organ or part affected should be specified when the name of the morbid condition 
fails to indicate it, as in paralysis, aneurysm, ulcer, herpes, etc. ; also in inflammations, as adenitis, 
osteitis, arthritis, synovitis, etc. 

(rf) The term "heart disease" should not be recorded when the special affection can be 
determined. 

(e) In pulmonary affections the lobe or lobes involved should be designated; also, in the 
case of diseases that are not always bilateral, whether the disease is confined to the right or left 
or extends to both lungs. The complications of pleurisy should be particularly noted. 

(/) Diseases due to venereal contagion, to the abuse of stimulants or narcotics, or to immoral 
practices should be so recorded. 

(g) Distinction should be made between inflammations of venereal origin and those of non- 
venereal origin, as in cases of balanitis, orchitis, bubo, etc., specifying the nature of the venereal 
cause and the causation of the nonvenereal cases. 

(h) Distinction should also be made between the venereal ulcer known as chancroid and 
the hard chancre of primary syphilis. 

(0 The terms "venereal warts," "venereal bubo," etc., are indefinite and should not be 
used. The lesion should be recorded and its specific cause stated. 

(j) Where a case is admitted to hospital for recurrence or relapse of a disease, or for an injury 
for which he has previously been treated, the word "old" will be set forth in parentheses after 
the diagnosis. 

(t) In all cases of poisoning the name of the poison should be given. 

(1) Special notes should be made of cases of malingering or feigned diseases and of the means 
employed for their detection. 

"The list, which includes all diseases and injuries likely to be encountered, arranged according to system or part 
involved, is omitted. 
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(m) When no diagnosis can be readied, the fact should be stated, together with the condition 
which prevent the recognition of the disease or injury. 

(n) The term "shell shock" will not be accepted as a diagnosis of disability or death. Con 
ditions commonly referred to as "shell shock" should be reported under: 

(a) Psychoneuroses (Section VI, "Nomenclature of Diseases"). 

(b) Concussion (Section XVIII, "Nomenclature of Diseases"). 

(c) Exhaustion (Section XVIII, "Nomenclature of Diseases").
